The object of this tariff bill is to scale rates up-! 


•ward and offer a real protection to the employer and .to j 
the employee. It seems to us that this could be more i 
completely done by determining on the American valu- j 
ation than by basing this duty upon the value of the i 
product in foreign countries. 


They state the reasons for changing this from the 


American valuation in the majority- report of the com- 
mittee, as follows:—

"The impossibility. of adjusting rates applicable 


.alike to comparable and non-comparable goods, the 
great obstacles in the way of proper safeguards at time 
of entry, the impossibility of American buyers in for- 
eign markets knowing with any degree of accuracy what 
duties they would have to pay if their merchandise is ap- 
praised at the prices of comparable domestic goods; the 
impracticability of determining comparability, and the 
entire readjustment of the customs machinery are dis- 
advantages of the American valuation plan which are 
not adequately offset by any advantage that might be 
secured under the American valuation plan.""
